1853 "Pl" Mint with arrows, Obverse up; 
1855 "0." Mint with arrows, Reverse up. 
Tn other words, show the obverse of all Philadel- 
phia mint, and along side of it the branch mints of 
the same date with the reverse up. I hope you have 


arranged mine in this way.

As for the clay, we have teen using lately a fairly 
high-grade plastercene wiich we can get at any art store. SHefore 
making the impression, we cover the surface with tale so that the — 
wax does not stick to the coin. We also carefully rub the coin 


over with a soft rag so that none of this plaster comes on the coin. 


If you cannot get this easy, and you ought to be able to there si 
Detroit or Los angeles, I will get a can for you.
